foreign Influence (I conjure you to 
believe me, fellow citizens). 
the 
j jealousy of a free people ought to 
be constantly awake; since history 
and experience proves that foreign 
influence is one of the most bane­ 
ful foe* of r< publican government. 
But that jealousy, to 
be useful! 
must be impartial; else It becomes 
the instrument of the very influence 
to be avoided, instead of a defense 
against it. Excessive partiality for 
one foreign nation, and excessive 
dislike of 
another, 
muse 
those 
whom they actuate to see danger 
only on one aid<\ and serve to veil 
Mand even second the arts of influ­ 


ence on the other. Real patriots, 
who may resist the Intrigues of 
the favorite, are liable to become 
suspected 
a n d 
obioua; 
while 
its 
tools and du<pes usurp the applause 
and confidence of the peoiple, to 
surrender their interests. 
The great rule of conduct for us, 
in regard to foreign nations is in 
extending our commercial relations 
to 'have with them as little political 
connection as possible. So far as 
we have already 
formed engage­ 
ments, let them be fulfilled with 
perfect 
good 
faith. 
Here 
let 
us 
stop. 
Europe has a set of primary In­ 
terest#, which to us have none, or 


a very remote relation. Hence she 
must be en ga god iu frequent con­ 
troversies, the causes of which are 
essentially foreign to our concerns. 
Hence, therefore, it must be unwise 
in us to implicate ourselves, by ar- 
tificai ties, in the ordinary vicissi­ 
tudes of her politics, or the ordin­ 
ary combinations and collisions of 
her friendships of enmities. 
Our detached and distant situa­ 
tion invites and enables us to pur­ 
sue a different course. If we re­ 
main one people under an efficient 
government, the period ta not far 
off, when we may defy material in­ 
jury from external annoyance; when 
we may take such an attitude as 


will cause the neutrality we may 
at any time resolve upon, to be 
scrupulously respected; 
when bel­ 
ligerent nations, under the iimpos­ 
sibility of making acquisitions UP" 
on us, will not lightly hazard the 
giving 
us provocation; 
when 
we 
may choose .peace 0r war, as our in­ 
terest, guided by justice, shall coun­ 
sel. 
Why forego the advantages of so 
peculiar a situation? Why quit our 
own to stand upon foreign ground? 
Why, by interleaving our destiny 
with that of any part of Europe, 
entangle our peace and prosperity 
in the toils of European ambition, 
rivals hip, interest, humor, or cap* 


rice? 
It is our true policy to steer clear 
af permanent alliances 
with any 
portion of the foreign world; so 
far. I mean, as we are now

I hold the maxim no less 
applicable to public than to private 
affairs, that honesty is always the 
best policy.

HALF TRUTHS 
The average person is given to speaking in generalities. Not 
taking time to think a proposition through or not having the 
capacity to see the exceptions, one oftentimes makes general! 
criicisms that are far from the truth, the whole truth and 
nohing but the truth. 
For example, we saw the other day a criticism of trained 
nurses. Now naturally there are some trained nurses who are 
‘‘hard boiled” and look more for the salary than they do for 
the welfare of their patients. But any one who has ever had 
any considerable experience with trained nurses knows that 
most of them are conscientious, self sacrificing and will go to 
any amount of trouble and will make sacrifices that few in 
any other profession would be called upon to make. The diffi­ 
culty with the person making the criticism is that his experi­ 
ence was not broad enough or over a long enough time to 
justify him in reaching any conclusion about trained nurses 
as a class. 
About every so often some wiser-than-thou sinner criti­ 
cises the preachers, classing them as soft soapers, players to 
the gallery and a lot of other nonsense far from the truth. 
Generally the critic of ministers of the gospel are those who 
do not go to church and those who know nothing of religion 
except the conclusions they have reached without any study 
and with precious little thought, because generally their brains 
are not capable of very much thought. 
Again we hear and read wholesale criticism of teachers, 
merchants, farmers, lawyers, doctors and in fact those in any 
profession or business. There is no rule one can apply to a 
thousand men and women in any line of human endeavor 
without there being almost as many exceptions as those to 
whom the rule applies. One should De careful about making

STOCKHOLM—The well- preserv­ 
ed skeleton of a man who lived in 
the stone age, 5,000 years ago, has 
just been found on the west coast of j 
Sweden by a commission of arch­ 
aeologists wiiidh has been comjbing 
the countryside for ancient relics 
to be placed on exhibition at the 
exposition in Gothenburg this sum­ 
mer. 
The Swedish experts, fifteen 
in 
number, have been at work for 
about seven years, and have suc­ 
ceeded in 
colecting 
20,000 relics 
of antiquity. The results of their 
labor has been an accumulation of 
■proofs that the North Sea coast o£ 
Sweden was inhabited as early as 
3000 B. C. 
The stone age skeleton, which 
is now being mounted in Gothen­ 
burg, was found during the exca­ 
vation at KungSbacka, a fow miles 
south of this cjty. The ancient site J 
of KungSbacka has been chosen by 
some critics as the probable seat of j 
Beowulf, the hero of the oldest epic 
poem 
in 
English 
literature; 
but 
Boewulf was a newcomer compared 
with the stone age man, who lived j 
about 4,000 years before him. 
The relics now brought to 
light 
include 
flint tool^ and 
weapons, 
ornaments, etc. In one of the graves 
about 2,000 years old were found 
the remains of a woman and her 
equipment, consisting of an amber 
necklace, weaver’s reeds and dis­ 
taff.
